With so recent an object lesson before the country it is amazing to find 
a very large number of people opposing immigration to Canada now when, 
in order to carry the burdens imposed on the Dominion by reason of the war, 
the need for more people and largely increased production is so evident. 
Restrictions have been placed on immigration to Canada which were un- 
dreamed of a few yeras ago, and are of such a character that, as one speaker 
at a recent public meeting said, had they been in force at the time our par- 
ents and grand-parents immigrated to this country, probably one-half of the 
people now here would not be here. © Stringent as present restrictions are, 
there is persistent demand in some quarters that they be made even more 
stringent, while some advocate absolute prohibition of immigration. 

Possibly the immigration Jaws of both Canada and the United States 
were too lax in the pasi in one respect in that the bars were not kept up 
against the adinisison of the diseased, the mentally and morally deficient, 
and the criminal class. All such should be rightly excluded. But lack of 
money should not be made a deterrent to anybody who jis physically fit, 
morally gound, and mentally eflicient, capable and wililng to work. 

In another respect, too, Canada was at fault In the past in its treat- 
ment of new comers. Ii is not suflicient to Induce people to come to assist 
in the development of the country and on thelr arrival to leave them to shift 
for themselves, which so offen led to failure and shipwreck of thelr lives 
through ignorance of the conditions and customs of the land of their adop- 
tion. <A recent Mttle “Manual of Citizenship” issued by the Deparlment of 
Immigration and Colonization for the guidance of new arrivals is, therefore, 
an‘encouraging innovation. In fact, the change in name- from Department 
of Immigration to “Immigration and Colonization” is in itself significant as 
an indication of a new and better policy. It is important, however, that the 
work of immigration should not bo stopped nor checked by too rigid laws 
and regulations. On the contrary increased efforts should be put forth to 
secure new settlers of the right type. bs f

Says Dr. Chown. 

Toronio.—Dr. 8. D. Chown, general 
superintendent of the Methodist 
Chureh, who has just returned from 
the Ecumenical Conference in Lon- 
don, declares that he has never seen 
England looking so depressed. 

“T have been in London under a - 
German raid,” said Dr. Chown, “and 
in the midst of the vicissitudes of 
the war, but even under those con- 
ditions the people seemed to be ex- 
hilirated as compared with their 
present mood.”

Of Northern Saskatchewan -

katchowan ate dealt with in a report, 
copy of whiclf has been handed by the 
Provincial Polfco to 'T. M. Molloy, 
commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
and Industries. The report is pre- 
pared by Constable Chappuis, Ile a la 
Crosso detachment, and deals with the 
patrol through Northern Saskatche- 
wan along the route of travel from 
Ile a Ja Crosse to Fond du Lac and 
Selwyn Lake. 

In speaking of the water power in 
this portion of the province, Con- 
stable Chappuis states: 

“Starling at the north end of No a 
la Crosse Lake ,tho Churchill River 
enters Hudson’s. Bay at Fort 
Churchill, The current is strong, 
swift and clear, the Churchill Rapids 
boing worthy of note on account of 
the possibilities of some future de- 
velopment of the tremendous power 
of water. At the Dipper Rapid, about 
half-way between Me a la Crosse and 
Souris. River, the fall is about 14 feet 
in 200 yards and a dam could be 
easily constructed below the rapids 
as the banks are solid and fairly 
high. The Drum fs another lively 
rapid, situated near Lipper Lake. I 
consider that these places would be 
guitable for the development of hydro- 
enorgy. 

“Lake Athabasca,” he continues, re- 
ferring to the enormous bodies of; 
water in tho north, “is the second 
largest lake in the Province of Sas- 
katchewan, being fully 260 milos 
long and 50 miles wide. Only three- 
quarters of ft fs in Saskatchewan, 
‘the other portion being in Alberta, so 
that Reindeer Lake, which is 165 miles 
long and 45 miles wide, takes the pre- 
miler place as the largest body of 
water in Saskatchewan. 

“Commercial fishing is carried on 
extensively in tho principal lake dis- 
trict,” Constable Chappuis goes on, 
“whitefish, Jake trout, tolobes and 
dores being the most common Icinds 
caught. This industry keeps fully 
ove hundred teams busy hauling fish 
over tho ice in winter to the rail- 
heads, most~of the fish going to the 
United States market. 

“vhera is a large variety of fur- 
bearing arimals In this district and 
tfie fur trade is the chlef occupation, 
the most numerous fur-bearing. anl- 
“mals*being “muskrat, ‘weasel, cmink; 
marten, fox, and beaver. Big game 
{s also plentiful, chief among which 
aro the barren land caribou, moose, 
woodland caribou and jumping deer. 
Tho barren land caribou keeps. to the 
barren land during the summer 
months and comes south xbout the 
beginning of November.” 

Referring to timber, he states that 
there is not a great deal of mer- 
chantable timber in tho district, al- 
though between Green Lake and Buf: 
falo Lake there are strips of good 
spruce, standing that would be well 
worth cutting but would not justify 
the erection of a big mill. ‘Forest 
fires,” he says, “have done a lot of 
damage and have spoiled a lot of 
good young timber.” 

According to the report there are 
some strips of opon land suitablo 
for cultivation, and also meadows 
where good hay tn fairly large quan- 
tities can be obtained between. Green 
Lake and Ile_n la Crosse. Thousands 
of tongs of hay go to waste every 
year, but owing to tho fact that there 
are periodical ralns which flood these 
hay lands, Constable Chappuis be- 
Heves that until they are drained 
farming or ranching would be a haz- 
ardous occupation in this part of the 
province.

. “Found On Moon 


Astronomers Report Finding Vegeta’ 
tion and, Fleecy Mountains. 


Dr. C. C. Booth, John H. Chase and 

T. G. Beede, well-known Ohfo astrono- 
mers, have announced their belief {n 
the discovery of life on the moon, 
hitherto regarded as a dead planet. 
Mr. Beede operates one of the largest 
telescopes in.Ohfo. All three are 
recognized observers. 
' “We found a beautiful fleecy effect 
from one mountain to another,” said 
Mr. Chase, “and agreed that one of 
the mountains wo had seen was Aris- 
tarohs, from which a cloud extended 
to Herodotus. Wo found Aristarohs 
to be a mountain that glitters, and is 
composed probably af shystals. We 
also observed a streak of light with 
changing colors between it, and Iero- 
dotus, which would indicate we had 
discovered a low form of vegetation. 

“Wo also saw an apparently per- 
manent rock formation, but which we 
believe might be some substance 
being thrown out by craters. « This 
fact would further indicate existence 
of life on the satellite.” 

Mr. Chase -said their study af the 
moon followed reports by Prof. Pick- 
ering, of Harvard, who sald he had 
observed white patches on the edge 
of the highest craters and feecy 
streaks changing in appearance, as 
well as color changes. According to 
Prof. Pickering, the-white patches 
donate snow, the fleecy streaks clouds, 
and the changing colors a form of 
yegetation,

The Emerson sawmill at Prince 
Rupert and its timber Hmits in this 
district and several water powers as 
well, are belng taken over by the 
Prince Rupert Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, Limited. The sawmlll is lo- 
cated on Prince Rupert Harbor and 
has a cutting capacity of 40,000,000 
feet a year. The plans of the Prince 
Rupert Pulp Company call for the in- 
stallation of a pulp mill of 200 tons a 
day capacity, which will be located 
alongside the existing sawmill. Tho 
first unit being installed is a 40-ton 
sulphite mill, which {t {s expected 
will be completed early next year.

making a sort of vacuum, caused by 
suction. : 
By this means the sounds from 
the rear are drawn in more rapidly 
and are intensified just where the 
chauffeur is sitting.

Special Tube For 
Gauging Rainfall 


Must Be Placed-In Open Position 
Away From Obstructions. 


To measure rainfall it {s neces- 
sary to use a rain gauge. In its 
common form it consists of a cylin- 
drical vessel closed at the top by a 
funnel-shaped lip, through a hole in 
the centre of which the rain falls. A 
narrow glass tube, rising outside of 
the vessel from near the bottom, 
shows the amount of rain*‘in the 
vessel. <A. very simple rain gauge 
consists of a copper funnel, tho area 
of whose opening {s exactly ten 
square fhehes. The funnel allows 
the rain to pass into a bottle, and 
the quantity of rain caught is ascer- 
tained by multiplying the weight in 
ounces by .178, which gives the 
depth in inches. A rain gauge 
must be placed in as open position 
as possible away from trees, houses 
or other obstructions. 


London Will Again 
Become First Port 


Large Repair Plants to be ‘Erected 
On Thames, 


London will again become the 
first’ port of the world when the 
plans of the Belfast shipbuilders, 
Harland & Wolff, are in full opera- 
tion. This firm has obtained eight 
sitessalong the banks of the Thames 
for the éstablishment of plants to 
repair and redecorate ships on a 
large scale. -It is anticipated that 
several thousand men will -be em- 
ployed. In addition to repair work 
on ships, barges, tugs, lock gates 
and machinery, the repairs to the 
plant bolonging to the port of Lon- 
don authority will be handled by the 
Belfast firm. Hitherto much of 
the repair work has been sent else- 
where.

Each season for a number of years 
thousands of Canadian stecrg havo 
been bought on our Western markets, 
shipped to the Central States and 
there fed on high-priced land, in dis- 
tricts where labor charges are al- 
most as great ag in Canada and where 
feed is quite as expensive. Farmers 
in Western Canada should give careful 
consideration to the matter of making 
fattening steers part of their regular 


farm eperations, The farmer in West-. 


ern Canada is close to the source of 
supply; he may either buy the steers 
in his own neighborhood or secure 
them from his closest largo market. 
Every autumn the market fs glutted 
With half-finished cattle, consequently 
prices are usually greatly depressed 
at such times. Almost every year 
great quantitles of good oat and 
wheat straw are destroyed, either by 
burning or allowing to rot. Coarse 
grains are often put on the market at 
sacrifice prices, whereas, were it fed 
to steers, it would bring more profit- 
able returns. It hag been found that, 
charging the grain and other feeds up 
at highest market prices om seventy- 
eight animals fattencd. the average 
profit over feed cost amounted to 
$17.22 per animal. : 

Th first factor that should be 
taken {nto consideration is that of 
securing good feeders.” 
conducted at Brandon and other places 
indicate that two-year-olds make the 
most profitable gains. They should 
be of good type; that is to say, broad, 
low-set animals with good strong con- 
stitutions and good, mossy coats, The 
amount of flesh the animals should 
carry at the time of purchase will de- 
pend on the pertfod for which the ant- 
mals are to be fed, but it {s not usually 
advisable to buy thin animals, first, 
because this condition may indicate 
that there is something constitution- 
ally wrong, and second, in outdoor 
feeding they do not usually prove 
hardy. Hornless steers are the most 
profitable. While other steers can be 
dehorned after purchase experiments 
conducted at Scott show that there {s 
a considerable Joss—much greater 
than {s usually thought—irom dehorn- 
ing. However, since the buyers will 
usually pay sufficient for dehorned 
steers to practically cover this loss, it 
{s advisable to dehorn, should horned 
animals be purchased, as this avoids 
injury in the feed yard. 

The next point that requires care- 
{ul attention from the feeders is that 
There should bo a plentiful 
supply of roughage within easy haul- 
ing distance, This roughage may con- 
sist of hay, good oat straw, or, if 
neither of these {s available, wheat 
straw. In addition to these, sun- 
flower silage Itas proven a valuable 
feed for fattening steers by supplying 
both bulk and succulence to the ration. 
If field rots are availablo they make 
an excellent addition to hay or straw. 

In feeding, regularity 1s of great 
importance; the grain ration should 
bo started with Nght feeds and this 
should be gradually and uniformly {n- 
creased. ‘The animals may be start- 
ed off on two or four pounds of grain 
per day and increased until they are 
receiving from twelve to sixteon 
pounds daily. In order to make good 
use of the feed, animals should have 
access to water twice per day or (ife 
tank heater is.used, they should have 
access to the water at all times, Salt 
should also be given the animals re- 
guarly. 

The third factor in successful feed- 
ing {s that of shelter. Ifa barn, well- 
ventilated, {s avallable, then it should 
ba used, but it Is not essontial. A 
cheap frame shed made of single ply 
of boards or a straw shelter will do, 
or, in districts where there {s a plenti- 
ful supply of timbér, the steers may 
bo fed out-of-doors. Experfments at 
Scott have proven that on the open 
plains the steers mado better gains 
if fed inside under cover than if fed 
in a corral. Where wheat straw is 
abundant, as it usually is in the West, 
the animals should be kept well -bed- 
ded. - 

In conclusion, it may be polnted out 
that the profit will depend, first, on 
the selecting of good an{mals at rea- 


sonable prices; second, 6n the gains / 


made during the winter; third, on 
putting tho animals in condition to 
grade well at market timo; fourth, 
on selling at suck a time as will por- 
mit, securing a good spread between 
the buying and selling prices. It will 
also usually be found that buying and 
solling in carload lots {s the most 
profitable method of handling.--RBy M.

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The Company 
Meal

An Acknowledged Expert in 
Al Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


There are times when the mistress 
of tho home wishes to prepare some- 
thing a little different and a little 
moré expénsive because “company is 
coming,” and she wants suggestions 
as to the unusual. Of course, it is 
better to plan a few expensive dishes 
ihan to try to serve many mediocre 
ones that require much time to 
prepare and find the hostess quite 
worn eout upon the arrival of the 
company. 

For a mixed company with those 
tastes you are not entirely famillar 
a fruit cocktail makes a _ good 
starter. Most people Hike fruit, 
while there are some who do not 
care for the seafoods and some 
places where the seafoods-are not 
obtainable. | It has been my ob- 
servation that the manner of serving 
has quile as much to do with the 
success of a fruit cocktail as has the 
content. The tall, stemmed cock- 
tail glass is ideal. One of the shops 
was showing some of these glasses 
with a heavy gold border at the rim. 
It was of the thinnest glass with a 
pretty design running through it. 
‘ Practically any of the fruits com- 
bine well in a cocktail. The ban- 
ana, however, is Nkely to discolor if 
the mixture ig exposed to the alr 
for any length of time. One parti- 
cularly attractive fruit cocktail is 
made by soaking the prepared, pieces 
of orange, grape-fruit and pineapple 
in grape juice for an hour or so be- 
fore sprinkling with powdered sugar. 
The fruit should be lightly heaped 
into the chilled glasses, the fruit it- 
self being thoroughly chilled before 
serving. The glass is stood upon a 
small plate previgusly covered by 
either a linen or one of the pretty 
paper doilies. The fruit cocktail is 
set before the meal is announced. 

Asparagus soup is liked by most 
people. This may either be made 
from the fresh or the canned vege- 
table. ‘The asparagus 1s cooked un- 
be forced 
through a strainer. The stock so 
obtained is measured. There should 
be half a measuring cup for each ser- 
ving. As much milk as there is stock 
is added. Yor six cups of liquid add 
two level tablespoons- each of, flour 
and butter rubbed together until 
smooth. Cook, -slirring until tho 
mixture boils, 


The soup may be served either in 


soup dishes or in bouillon cups. The 
prettier the cups the more appreciat- 
ed will be the contents. 

Fairly stale bread may be cut into 
slices and then into tiny cubes and 
set on a plate in the oven or broiler 
to toast. ‘These are either passed 
with the soup or sprinkled over cach 
filled soup plate just before serving.

Tho main course comes next. 
Fried breasts of chicken with tiny 
sifted peas is a good choice. It is 


better than roast beef or beef-steak 
in that the hostess does not have to 
figure out if one guest will like the 
meat rare, another well done and so 
om 

Ti you select broiler chickens, have 
the butcher cut off the breasts of as 
many chickens as you have guests. 
If you buy roasting chickens, have 
but half as many breasts as there aro 
guesty. The remainder of the chick- 
ens may be cooked in any desired 
way and used up at some of the other 


meals prepared for the family on 
non-company days. But tho breasts 
should be wiped off wlth a damp 


cloth, then sprinkled with galt and 
pepper. Each should bo dipped in 
beaten egg and either sifted bread 
or cracker crumbs. The breasts thus 
prepared should be fried in deep 
fat until a golden brown, Cream 
gravy, peas and French fried potato 
balls in nests of watereress are suit- 
able accompaniments. 

Ica cream and cake are liked by 
most people. Sponge cake is a 
particularly happy form of choice 
to go with ico cream. Even {if you 
buy your ico cream you will prob- 
ably want to make your own sponge 
cake. Initio a bowl put the yolks of 
three eggs. JDeat until light and 
lemon colored. Beat in three-fourths 
of a measuring cup of powdered 
sugar.- Add two tablespons of lemon 


juice to which a litle grated rind has 
been added. Slip into the bowl the 
stifly beaten whites of the three eggs. 
Upon these sift three-fourths of a 
measuring cup of flour, sifted before 
being measured. With a knife cut in 
the flour and egg whites. Bake in 
an ungreased pan in a moderate oven, 
ten to twenty minutes, depending 
upon the thickness of the cake and 
the shape of the pan,
